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Summary  of  recent  bread  grain  information 

World  production 

No  net/  official  estimates  for  1933  wheat  production  were  received 
during  the  past  week,  the  total  for  hi  countries  reported  to  date  remaining 
at  3,2^3,025,000  "bushels,  or  about  216,000,000  bushels  less  than  the  total 
reported  for  the  same  countries  in  1932.  '  These  totals  exclude  Russia  and 
China.    Rye  production  estimates  for  27  countries "remain  at  1,003,202,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  981,039,000  bushels  harvested  by  the  same  countries 
in  1932. 

Crop  Conditions 

Weather  conditions  in  Argentina  for  the  week  ended  November  17 > 
were  favorable  for  crops  in  the  wheat  and  flaxseed  belt,  according  to  a 
report  from  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  C.  L.  Luedtke  at  Buenos 
Aires.    Harvesting  was  already  under  way  in  some  districts.    Despite  threatened 
farm  strikes  unless  aid  from  the  Government  was  received,  no  unusual  delays 
in  harvesting  were  reported.    The  grasshopper  situation  was  well  in  hand,  and 
it  was  stated  that  the  invaded  area  was  less  extensive  this  year  than  in  1932. 
Up  to  November  Ik,  the  government  had  purchased  8,157,000  pounds  of  grass- 
hopper eggs  in  its  campaign  against  the  pest,  for  which  $297,355  (at  par  of 
exchange)  had  been  expended,  most  payments  having  been  made  in  small  units 
of  from  $1.70  to  $2.10. 

For  several  months  the  plague  of  locusts  which  recently  caused  great 
damage  in  the  agricultural  districts  of  the  Argentine  Republic  has  also  been 
in  evidence  in  the  State  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  according  to  Consul  R.  5. 
Castloman  at  Forto  Alegre.    This  State  accounts  for  nearly  all  of  the 
Brazilian  wheat  crop  which  averages  about  5,000,000  bushels.    During  the  past 
few  weeks  the  situation  is  sold  to  have  developed  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
cause  some  concern.    The  damage  done  by  the  locusts  is  already  considerable 
in  several  districts  of  the  interior.    Agricultural  experimental  stations 
have  been  warned  to  take  what  local  measures  are  possible  to  limit  the  effects 
of  the  plague,  but  as  yet  no- general  campaign  of  eradication  has  been  under- 
taken by  the  State  Government.    Not  only  is  grain  thus  somewhat  effected,  but 
also  other  more  important  crops  in  the  State  such  as  beans  and  tobacco.

The  new  law  will  te 
enforced  by  the  civil  governors,  mayors,  and  provincial  agricultural  agents,  and  : 
fines  are  provided  for  failure  to  comply  with  detailed  regulations. 

Manchurian  wheat  situation 

The  firal  estimate  of  the  1953  wheat  crop  of  Manchuria,  made  by  the 
South  Manchurian  Railway,  was  placed  at  53,278,000  bushels,  according  to  a 
naval  radio  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Shanghai.    This  compares 
with  their  estimate  of  41,633,000  bushels  produced  in  1932.     The  Bureau's 
Shanghai  office  considers  the  figures  for  both  years  too  high,  with  their 
estimates  bding  41,336,000  bushels  for  1933  and  29,027,000  bushels  for  1932. 
It  is  known  that  the  1932  harvest  was  quite  small,  due  to  heavy  flood  damage 
and  in  both  cases,  the  difference  between  the  crops  of  the  two  years  is  about 
12,000,000  bishels.    The  quality  of  the  1932  crop  was  also  poor  while  that 
of  the  1933  harvest  is  considered  quite  good. 

Flour  imports  to  South  Manchuria  during  July-October  with  last  year's 
figures  in  parenthesis  were  as  follows:    Japanese  989,000  barrels  of  196 
pounds  (458,000  barrels);  Shanghai,  621,000* barrels  (412,000  barrels);  Aus- 
tralia, none  (32,000  barrels);  United  States,  none  (12,000  barrels);  total 
1,610,000  barrels  (941,000  barrels).    The  Shanghai  office  estimates  total 
flour  imports  into  Manchuria  excluding  flour  from  Shanghai,  for  1933-34  at 
about  2,000,000  barrels.     Thus  about  half  of  the  year's  estimated  flour 
requirements  were  imported  by  the  end  of  October. 

Australia  plans  new  marketing  methods  to  comply  with  World  Wheat  Agreement 

The  Australian  Minister  for  Commerce  indicated  to  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  October  18  the  action  which  the  Commonwealth  Government 
proposed  to  take  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  International  Tttieat  Agreement. 
No  legislation,  it  was  indicated  would  be  necessary  to  ensure  compliance, 
with  the  agreement.    The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  procedure  proposed 

1.  A  proclamation  will  be  issued  under  the  Customs  Act 
prohibiting  export  of  grain  and  flour  except  under  permit* 

2.  Licenses  will  be  issued  to  all  exporters,  and  quotas  will 
be  allotted  under  conditions  set  out  hereunder. 

3.  Exporters  of  flour  and  grain  will  be  required  to  furnish 
particulars  of  their  export  of  these  commodities,  the  flour  exporters 
for  the  year  1932-33,  ;aid  the  grain  exporters  for  the  three -years  from 
August  1930  to  July  1933,  and  the  percentage  of  the  business  conducted 
by  them  will  be  the  basis  for  calculating  their  quotas  of  the  current 

year's  export. 
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4.  Licenses  to  export  will  "he  subject  to  conditions.  Each 
licensed  exporter  will  "be  required  to  undertake  to  "buy  from  farmers, 
as  long  as  they  are- freely  offering  wheat  for  sale,  or  to  hold  for 
farmers  and  make  advances  in  respect  thereof,  one  "bushel  of  wheat 
for  every  two  "bushels  which  he  is  entitled  to  export  during  the  year 
from  August  1,  1933  to  July  31,  1934. 

5.  The  responsibility  of  the  licensed  exporter  to  buy  wheat 
for  holding,  or  to  hold  wheat  on  fanners  account ,  .  will  stand  as 
long  as  farmers  are  freely  offering  wheat  on  the  market. 

6.  Competition  for  the  handling  of  wheat  will  be  entirely 
unrestricted.  .  .  . 

7".     Exporters  who  purchase  more  wheat  than  they  can  export  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  July  31,  1934  will  "be  permitted  to  freely  export 
such  wheat  during  the  following  year  but  such -carryover  amounts  will 
be  taken  into  consideration  in  determining  the  individual  export 
quotas  for  1934-35.  ; 

8.';  The  working  of  the  plan  will  be  subject  to  review  by  the 
Minister  from  time  to  time.  .  .For  this  purpose  the  various  interests 
will  be  invited  to  nominate  representatives  to  form  a  consultative 
committee  which  will  meet  monthly  under  the  chairmanship  of  the 

—       Minister  for  Commerce.     This  committee  will  comprise  representatives 

of  Australian  wheatgrowers ,  the  voluntary  pools,   the  grain  exporters, 
and  the  flour  exporters. 

An  assurance  was  given  on  October  20  by  the  Minister  for  Commerce 
that  if  merchants  do  not  offer  world  parity  for  the  whole  of  the  unexportable 
surplus  of  wheat  the  Commonwealth  government  will  itself  purchase  the  wheat. 


PEED  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1933  corn  crop  in  Prance  is 
16,495,000  bushels.     This  is  an  increase  of  about  2  percent  over  the  produc- 
tion of  last  year,  but  is  12  percent  below  the  average  of  the  past  five  years. 
The  total  1933  crop  in  the  20  countries  so  far  reported  amounts  to 
3,139,930,000  bushels,  which  is  more  than  18  percent  below  the  1932  production 
in  the  same  countries.     In  the  European  countries  as  a  whole  there  is  al2C 
percent  decrease.    No  significant  changes  have  been  received  for  estimates  of 
barley  and  oats  production  from  those  reported  last  week. 
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COTTON 

Egyptian  cotton  pro  due tion  up 

The  second  estimate  of  cotton  production  in  Egypt  for  the  1933-34 
season  is  1,819,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net,  an  increase  of  178,000  bales 
over  the  first  estimate  issued  in  October.  .    This  is  109  per  cent  over  the 
second  estimate  of  370,000  bales  at  this  time  last  year,     end  81  per  cent 
over  the  final  estimate  of  1,004", 000  bales,  but  only  18  per  cent  over  the 
average  production  during  the  5- year  period,  1928-29  to  1932-35.    This  will 
be  the  largest  Egyptian  cotton  production  on  record. 

Japanese  cotton  grills  continue  active 

Japanese  cotton  textile  mills  have  been  operating  at  record  high 
levels  in  recent  weeks,  according  to  radioed  advices  from  Vice  Consul 
McConaughy  at  Kobe.      Despite  that  fact,  however,  total  imports  in  October 
continued- small ,  and  stocks  on  November  1  were  the  smallest  since  January 
1930,  although  still  fairly  large  at  445,000  bales  for  this  time  of  year. 
Of  .the  current  figure,  274,000  bales  were  American  and  137,000  bales  were 
Indian.    A  year  ago 'there  were  299,000  bales  of  American  on  hand  on  November 
1  and  73,000  bales  of  Indian.      October  1932  imports  of  American  cotton 
readied  124,000  bales.      Imports  from  India  were  down  sharply  to  less  than 
2,000  bales,,  most  of  which  represented  the  completion  of  forward  contracts 
made  prior  to  the  boycott  movement.      Raw  cotton  spot  demand  and  prices  were 
steady  during  October. 

The  Yice-Consul  reports  a  diminished  hope  in  the  trade  of  tangible 
results  forthcoming  from  "the  Indian- Japanese  cotton  conference.    There  was 
some  reduction  in  the  October  export  movement  of  Japanese  cotton  cloth,  but 
that  development  created  little  concern  in  the  trade.    The  Shanghai  office 
of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  believes  that  the  situation  will  force 
an  agreement  of  some  sort  between  India  and  Japan  and  that  a  compromise 
will  be  announced  soon.      The  heavy  Japanese  purchases  of  Indian  cotton  ^ 
made  before  the  controversy  became  acute  were  large  enough  to  maintain  the 
Japanese  consumption  of  Indian  cotton  at  the  usual  level  up  to  December  31. 
It  ap-oears,  therefore,  that  the  consumption  of  such  cotton  for  1933  will 
show" no  appreciable  reduction  as  a  result  of  the  controversy  with  India. 

Yarn  stocks  have  remained  practically  stationary  at  a  low  level  as 
a  result  of  the  activity  of  weaving  mills.  Cloth  exports  in  Octooer.^at 
171,000,000  square  yards,  were  smaller  than  the  outward  movement  of  ozher 
recent  months.  Despite  the  decline  from  the  former  high  levels,  however, 
the  Vice-Consul  reports  the  concensus  of  trade  opinion  as  being  tnat^sucn 
exports  will  continue  to  dominate  Asiatic  markets  despite  smaller  shipments 
to  British  India  and  Netherlands  East  Indies. 
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Russian  cotton  campaign  mailing  pro gress 

Cotton  procurements  in  Uzbekistan  (in  Central  Asia  or  Turkistan) 
amounted  to  727,000  metric  tons  of  unginned  cotton,  according  to  official 
sources.    Uzbekistan  is  the  principal  cotton  growing  region  in  Soviet  Russia. 
The  figures  cited  are  equivalent  to  1,039,000  -"1,106,000  bales  of  478  pounds 
of  ginned  cotton,  depending  on  the  final  ginning  reports.    The  tonnage  figure 
represents  90.6  percent  of  the  procuring  plan  for  the  region,  and  indicate 
good  progress  being  made.     This  year's  plan  for  the  Soviet  Union  as  a  whole 
has  been  set  at  1,925,000  to  2,050,000  bales  of  unginned  cotton  weighing  478 
pounds  each.    C-ood  progress  also  is  reported  from  other  cotton  areas  in 
Central  Asia. 


TOBACCO 

China,  may  require  more  American  leaf 

It  now  seems  probable  that  China  may  have  to  import  more  American 
tobacco  for  cigarettes  in  the  year  ending  September  1934  than  in  the  preced- 
ing year,  according  to  radioed  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L. 
Dawson  at  Shanghai.     This  assumption  is  based  on  an  appraisal  of  trade 
figures  for  recent  years,  of  leaf  production  in  China  and  of  cigarette  pro- 
duction records.     The  appraisal  suggests  that  imports  from  the  United  States 
in  the  past  two  years  have  been  below  the  factory  consumption  rate,  and  that 
current  consumption  of  American  is  drawing  heavily  on  old  stocks,  despite  the 
reduced  rate  of  factory  activity.    Demand  for  cigarettes  has  fallen  off  in 
recent  months,  being  estimated  to  be  20  to  30  percent  lower  than  normal  for 
this  usually  active  period  of  the  year.    The  decline  is  attributed  largely  to 
the  generally  depressed  economic  conditions  in  China. 

Stocks  of  old  crop  foreign  leaf  in  Shanghai  are  very  light.  They 
represent  about  2  month's  supply,  as  indicated  by  amounts  in  the  hands  of 
independent  dealers  or  contracted  for  by  Chinese  factories.     Stocks  of  old 
crop  native  leaf  are  apparently  normal  or  larger,  but  the  total  is  not  large 
enough  to  effect  the  situation  materially.     Commitments  and  arrivals  of  new 
crop  native  leaf  are  said  to  be  sufficient  to  run  well  into  the  winter  season. 
Present  information  indicates  a  Chinese  crop  for  1933-34  of  about  130,000,000 
compared  to  around  104,000,000  pounds  produced  last  year.    An  increase  in 
acreage  was  anticipated  as  early  as  January  1933  in  response  to  high  prices 
paid  for  the  1932  crop.    The  important  Honan  and  Shantung  crops  are  showing 
somewhat  better  quality  and  color  this  year  than  last.    Prices  being  paid 
for  this  year's  China  leaf  have  ranged  some  30  percent  below  last  year's  level. 
Despite  the  more  favorable  American,  exchange  situation,  the  cheaper  Chinese 
product  appears  to  have  some  advantage  over  last  year  in  comparison  with 
American.

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GERMAN  CHOP  ACREAGE  SHIFTS  NOTABLE  SINCE  1913 

The  results  of  the  1933  agricultural  census  in  Germany  show  clearly 
the  tendency  of  German  agriculture  to  shift  and  expand  certain  food  and  feed- 
stuff s  toward  a  more  self  sufficient  basis.    The  increased  area  over  last 
year  is  most  marked  for  oread  grains,  especially  wheat,  for  sugar  beets,  hops, 
flax,  orchards  and  gardens  while  decreases  occurred  for  barley  and  particularly 
oats,  legumes,  some  fodder  crops  and  meadow,  pasture  and  fallow  lands. 
Compared  with  the  sane  area  in  1913-,  the  most  significant  changes  are  marked 
increases  in  wheat  and  mixed  grains,  fodder  beets  and  other  field  vegetables, 
pasture  land  and  gardens  while  large  decreases  have  occurred  for  rye,  spelt, 
oats,  sugar  beets,  trade  plants  as  rape,  seed,  hops  and  flax  and  fallow  land. 

The  total  1933  agricultural  area  in  Germany  is  pla.ced  at  72,561,000 
acres,  a  decrease  of  about  13,500,000  or  nearly  16  percent  from  the  old  1913 
German  boundaries.    Even  when  these  prewar  boundaries  are  considered  the  1933 
acreage  was  larger  for  wheat,  fodder  beets,  vegetables,  both  field  and  garden, 
pastures,  orchards  and  gardens.    Sharp  decreases,  however,  are  thus  shown  for 
nearly  all  other  grains  and  legumes,  potatoes,  sugar  beets  and  trade  plants. 
Of  these  crops,  rye  and  sugar  beets,  also  hops  were  produced  on  a  surplus 
basis  and  considerable  exports  were  made.     Surplus  quantities  of  potatoes  were 
also  produced  and  exported  in  part  of  Germany  but  for  all  the  country  net 
imports  were  recorded  even  in  those  years. 

The  designated  agricultural  area  constitutes  nearly  two-thirds  of 
the  total  land  area  of  Germany  while  forests  and  woods  made  up  most  of  the 
remaining  area-     The  German  area  not  devoted  to  agriculture  or  forests  and 
which  is  unsuitable  for  cultivation  or  land  use  is  very  small.    The  loss  in 
total  area  in  Germany  as  a  result  of  the  world  war  was  largely  in  the  agricul- 
tural area,   the  total  being  nearly  18,000,000  acres  of  which  about  70  percent 
wa s  in  ag r i cul  tu r al  use. 

Of  the  total  agricultural  area  in  1933  bread  grains  accounted  for 
23  percent  or  more  than  for  any  other  crop.    Rye  made  up  15  percent  of  the 
total  and  wheat  about  8  percent.    The  rye  area  of  1913  on  the  same  boundaries 
as  at  present  constituted  17.6  percent  of  the  agricultural  area  and  on  the 
old  boundary  basis  an  even  larger  percent  despite  a  much  larger  total  agri- 
cultural area.    A  somewhat  similar  situation  also  prevailed  for  wheat  which 
indicates  the  predominance  of  bread  grain,  especially  rye,  in  the  area  lost. 
The  wheat  area  on  the  -present  boundaries  in  1913  made  up  only  5.7  percent  of 
the  total  and  represented  an  acreage  about  a  third  smaller  than  at  present. 
The  expansion  in  wheat  which  is  mostly  of  winter  habit  is  the  most  marked  for 
any  crop  during  this  20  year  period. 

Other  crops  which  make  up  a  significant  share  of  the  German  agricul- 
tural area  are  oats  with  about  11  percent  of  the  total,  potatoes  nearly  10 
percent,  clover  and  other  hay  or  green  fodder  crops  about  8  percent  and 
barley  5.5  percent.    The  area  devoted  to  meadows  and  pastures  is  quite  large 
totaling  nearly  28  uercent  of  the  agricultural  area.    The  amount  of  land  in 
fallow  is  only  about  half  what  it  formerly  was  and  comprises  1  percent  of 
the  total.    Of  special  interest '  though  making  up  a  small  part  of  the  total 
is  the  increase  in  garden  and  fruit  acreage  in  recent  years.

ITALY  USING  LESS  AMERICAN  TOBACCO 

The  .year  1923  marked  the  beginning- .of  a  downward  movement  in  United 
States  tobacco-  exports  to  Italy.    That.' movement  resulted  in  a  practicalxloss 
of  Italian  tobacco  market  by  IS 28,.  when  less  than  2,000,000  pounds  of  tobacco 
was  exported  from  the  United  States  to  Italy.    Some  improvement  occurred  during 
the  years  1929-1931  but  exports  continued  to  be  small,  not  exceeding  3,000,000 
to  4,000,000  pounds  annually.    While  imports  of  American  tobacco  and  total 
tobacco  imports  into  Italy  declined,  imports  from  .other  countries,  principally 
the  Near  East  'were  somewhat  larger  during  the  post-war  than  pre-war  period, 
ranging  between  7, 000 ,-"000  and  13,000,000  pounds  a  year. 

:  During  the  first  two  decades  of  the  present  century  Italy  was  an  impor- 
tant customer  for  American  dark  tobacco,  predominantly  the  dark-fired  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee  typos.    The  United  States,  in  fact,  was  .the  principal  source  of 
Italian  tobacco  imports  which  in  1909-1913  averaged  twice  as  large  as  domestic 
production.    Luring  that  period,  Italy  took  an  annual  average  a  little  more 
than  40,000,000  pounds  of  American  tobacco,  constituting  86  percent  of  the 
total  Italian  tobacco  imports.    In  1922  Italy  took  approximately  the  same  quan- 
tity, which  constituted  82  percent  of  the  imports.    See  table  on  page  684  •  ^n 
1923,  the  first  year  in  which  the  classification  of  United  States  exports  by 
types  was  introduced,  31,000,000  pounds  of  Kentucky  and  Tennesseo  types  were 
shipped  to  Italy  out  of  total  exports  to  that ccantry  of  a  little  over  34,000,000 
pounds,    See  table  on  page  685  , 

The  decline  in  American  tobacco  exports  to  Italy  affected  especially;- 
seriously  the  foreign  outlet  for  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  types.    Whereas  in  1923 
over  a  fifth  of  the  total  exports  of  these  types  was  consigned  to  Italy,  less 
than  one  percent  was  shipped  to  that  country  in  1932. ,   The  decline  of  American 
exports  was  parallelled  by  a  change  in  consumption  habits  and  a  deliberate 
policy  of  the  Italian  government  to  expand  domestic  production,  which  increased 
from.  20,000,000  -  25,000,000  pounds  a  year  prior  to  the  world  war  to  over 
90,000,000  pounds  during  the  years  1925-1,929. 

Changes  in  consumption  habits,  more  specifically  the  decline  in.  the 
consumption  of  cigars,  for  the  manufacturing,  of  which  Kentucky  and  Tennessee 
tobacco  was  largely  used,  was  bound  to  affect  unfavorably  the  Italian  takings 
of  this  tobacco.    Bat  the  decline  in  cigar  consumption,  which  took  place  at 
an  average  rate  of  about  three  percent  a  year,  cannot  explain  the  loss  of  the 
Italian  market  for  American  tobacco.    This  less  must  be  attributed  largely  to 
the  policy  of  the  Italian  Government  Tobacco  Monoploy  with  its  control  of  the 
tobacco  production  and  trade.    The  Monoploy  Administration,  by  paying  higher 
prices,  fostered  the  expansion  of  domestic  production,  in  which  types  similar 
to  our  dark  tobacco  prevail,  and  secured  the  substitution  of  domestic  for 
American  leaf  in  manufacturer  tobacco  products.    It  is  believed  that  this 
substitution  has  not  taken  place  because  of  the  preference  of  individual  con- 
sumers, but  more  likely  in  spite  of  it. 

During  the  five-year  period  preceding  the  world  war,  production  of 
tobacco  in  Italy  averaged  about  23,000,00^  pounds  a  year  from  an  area  of 
20,000  acres.    Luring  the  early  post-war  years  the  area  planted  to  tobacco 
was  increasing  until  it  exceeded  100,000  acres  in  1925.    Luring  the  year  1925-

103,00?  acres  and  129,000,000  pounds  of  tobacco  was  attained.    Since  bhat 
year  the  acr rege  has  declined  to  64,000  acres  and  production  has  declined 
to  83,000,000  -rounds  in  1933.    The  conclusion  rhich  rtust  be  drawn  from  the 
review  of  the  statistical  data,  presented  in  a  tabular  form  below, 
is  that  Italian' tobacco  acreage  and  production  have  been  materially  a.bcve 
the  ore-war  period  and  that  Italy  nearly  attained  self-sufficiency  in  the 
natter  of  her  tobacco  supply,  imports  having  been  drastically  curtailed, 

This  increase  of  domestic  acreage  and  production  has  resulted  from 
the  control  of  prices  and  imports  by  the  monopoly.    Turing  most  years 
domestic  o~i  co  s~  have  been  above  these  at  -which  similar  tobacco  could  be 
purchased  in  outside  markets,    prices  for  the  three-year  period,  1931^ to 
1933,  as  announced  October  15,  1930,  h-.ve  been  roll  above  those  at  which 
Similar  tobacco  has  sold  ia  outside  markets.    For  Italian- grown  Kentucky 
tobacco,  fermented  and  in  bales,  the  prices  set  by  the  monopioy  of  from 
15  to  35  cent?  per  pound  arc  probably  from  60  to  100  percent  higher  fcicn 
would  be  the  delivered  cost  of  Kentucky  tobacco  purchased  from  the  United 
States.    The  displacement  of  the  American  tobacco  was  estimated  in  1939  at 
30,000,0"?  to  3 5", COO, 000  pounds,  nearly  all  of  which  was  of  the  Paducab  type. 
It  appears  that  displacements  in  1952  exceeded  slightly  those  of  1929.
